No Early Boom 
Sighted For U.S. 


WASHINGTON 'AP) — T h eltio n ’s retailers—who had every 
economic gcxxi cheer radiated 
by President Johnson last week 
betokens no early boom;

Johnson broke the news on 
Thursday that national output 
hit a record rate of $608.5 billion 
in the first quarter, up nearly 
$37 billion from a year ago. 
Most economists had expected 
something bigger. The $8.5-bil- 
lion rise for the January-M arch 
quarter fell short by nearly $3 
billion of the gain in the preced­ 
ing quarter, and was somewhat 
smaller than even the quarter 
before that.

sengers aboard a United Air­ 
lines Viscount Monday. 
The drive back proved to be 
an adventure, too. and Secret 
Service veterans said it prob­ 
ably will go down in their rec­ 
ords as the longest auto trip 
ever taken by a F'irst Lady. 
En route, the President’s wife 
stopped off for dinner at a How­ 
ard Johnson’s restaurant, where 
she took a few minutes in Hie 
m anager’s office to telephone 
tne White House to talk to her 
husband. 
Car Trouble Develops 
There was a private dining 
room set aside, under advance 
i radio instructions, where steaks 
were ordered for all in the party 
of 19. 
Later, her borrowed Cadillac 
developed 
mechanical 
trouble. 
No turnpike motorist 'ever got 
more speedy service. The car 
was driven right inside a serv­ 
ice garage and the F irst Lady 
didn t even get out. Three wait- 
' ing mechanics swooped dow n on 
the engine, quickly found the 
trouble — "the fuel filter was 
blocked” — and had a new filter 
installed in five minutes flat. 
She thanked the head mechanic 
and the motorcade moved on 
into the rainy night.

Killer Nerve 


Gas Arms U.S. 
War Weapons 


EDITOR'S NOTE—At a plant 
in western Indiana, the United 
States makes a deadly nerve 
gas in a race to stay ahead of 
any aggressor, just “ so he won t 
be tempted.”

NEWPORT. Ind. 'A P '—In a 
cloistered complex of buildings 
on a hill in western Indiana, the 
United States brews and bottles 
one of w ar’s deadliest weapons. 
It is nerve gas, a stealthy 
assassin that is odorless, taste­ 
less and virtually invisible. A 
drop, breathed or soaked into 
the skin, can kill. 
At the end of an assembly line 
laced with 40 miles of pipes, tile 
liquefied 
gas 
is 
poured 
into 
rockets, land mines and artil­ 
lery 
shells—destination secret. 
The facility, housed in a for­ 
mer atomic energy installation 
now 
known 
as 
the 
Newport 
Chemical Plant, is the nation s 
major .supply center for nerve 
gas. It has been in operation 24 
hours a day for three years. 
Details Secret 
Details on the gas are secret, 
but a plant official describes it 
as 
“ hundreds of times 
more 
toxic” 
than 
any 
commercial 
chemical. 
An 
Army 
publication 
says 
only that the gas can “ cause 
death within four minutes.” A 
congressional report says less 
than a minute’s exposure can 
kill. 
“This stuff here was original­ 
ly developed as an insecticide,” 
says a vice president of the 
FMC Corp. which operates the 
plant under a government con­ 
tract. 
The chemicals which form the 
nerve gas are mixed and boiled 
in 
a 
plumber's nightmare of 
pipes, furnaces, pumping towers 
and reaction vats. At one point, 
the product looks 
like frozen 
milk. 
In a 
separate building, 
the 
gas is pumped into rockets and 
other munitions by 
automatic

WASHINGTON (AP) — US 
and 
Soviet announcements of 
parallel plans to reduce produc­ 
tion of nuclear weapons mate­

some members of Congress to­ 
day as to how Soviet good faith 
could be checked. 
Comment at the Capitol tend­ 
ed to split on partisan lines. 
Republicans said it appeared 
an 
informal 
agreement 
had 
been reached lacking provisions 
for inspection and verification. 
Many Democrats approved the 
decision President Johnson an­ 
nounced Monday in an address 
to The Associated Press in New 
York. They stressed belief that 
It was based on conclusions of 
American 
military 
authoritieg 
that the United States no longer 
needed to add to its stockpile of 
nuclear weapons m aterial. 
The 
President’s

quires no formal approval by 
Congress but undoubtedly will 
figure in floor debates later on 
military' policy and budgets.

derground explosions announced 
during the last eight months.

“The 
highest-vield 
nuclear device ever detonated 
in the continental United States 
was fired underground at the 
Nevada test site.
